DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Claim 1 recites the unique feature of the innermost surface of the inner 
circumferential portion coupled to the voice coil body via only an adhesive. Claims 2 and 
3 recite the unique feature of the suspension holder extending out from the voice coil 
body, and the inner circumferential portion directly coupled to the voice coil body. The 
closest prior art (Proni, US 6,088,466) does not disclose or suggest these features.
